CAPS: Ozor Chief for Eze-Nri Visit Ejinna. 


Panel 1- Three well dressed Ozor chiefs are sitting on stools 
with Ejinna outside his house. 


Chief 1: Greetings from Eze Nri. He wants you to know he is 
well aware of your brutal invasion of Anam and the imposing of 
an Igwe on them. You do not have his blessings and you must 
reverse course. 


Panel 2- The second Chief is seen closely. 


Chief 2: Nri people hate violence. Chi okike has given us vast 
wisdom and intelligence, which we use only for peace and human 
development, not for war and oppression. 


Panel 3- Ejinna looks at them with a disapproving stare. 
Ejinna 


You’re all so pathetic. 
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Panel 1- Ejinna has a menacing sneer on his face looking at 
the men. 


Ejinna: Tell Eze Nri he has lost the moral right to tell me 
what to do. He stopped being my Eze from the moment he started 
using his position and power for his personal gain. 


Panel 2- Wide shot of the room showing all the men. Ejinna 
spreads his hands while speaking. 


Ejinna: If Igbo-Ukwurefuses to rule with brute strength and 
wisdom, then it leaves itself open to any clan bold enough to 
attack it. 


Panel 3- Tight shot of Chief 1 looking at Ejinna with rapt 
focus and furrowed eyebrows. 


Panel 4- Ejinna stands and clenches a fist at the chiefs. 


Ejinna: Last Orie, my brother Okereke was attacked and killed. 
He was simply an emissary passing through Okigwi and 
journeying to Ngwa land. His murder is a perfect example of 
what should be expected if Igbo-ukwu remains weak. 
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Panel 1- Ejinna is outside in front of a large bamboo cage. 
His hand is inside the cage. His other hand is holding a 
knife. 


Panel 2- He brings out his hand and pulling out a large cobra 
by the head. The cobra twirls its long body round Ejinna's 
arm.

4: Close up shot. The warrior stabs the guard. 
SFX: SQUISSH!

5: Wide-angle shot. Akam and the archers run to the mud wall 
of the village.

Panel 1- A chaotic scene of the attack on Okigwi. Akam is 
holding a machete that is dripping blood and pointing forward 
in command of his men.

Panel 2- Close shot of a warrior slashing his machete through 
the chest of another warrior.

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Panel 1- Ani is standing and speaking with rage. Camera is 
facing her front. It is a slightly wide shot showing her from 
waist up. We get a good chance to see her costume and womanly 

endowment close up. 


Ani: I cannot believe we are contemplating on patronizing a 
blood thirsty human, a mad man on a rampage! This is 
ridiculous. 


Panel 2- Close shot of her side view that reveals the anger in 
her eyes. 


Ani: Everything we know about humans tells us there is no such 
thing as a good man who only just wants to kill a few people 
to achieve a noble cause. The more power we give him, the more 
blood he spills and he will ever stop, not until he is dead. 


Panel 3- Wide shot shows Ani is walking from her position 
towards Amadioha.

Whether Eze Nri gives his blessings or not, our Chi will not 
condone it if we sit on our hands and watch this evil 
progress.

Nzeora: 


After lengthy consultations with Ohanaeze in different clans 
and villages, it was agreed that we should form an alliance to 
set up our own war-ready army to resist Ejinna’s forces. 


Panel 3- Close shot on Belu. 
Belu: 


There are talks that Ejinna and his men plan on replicating 
what they did at Okigwi in several other villages, a string of 
multiple attacks done on the same day. 


Panel 4- Focus on Nwankwo but one or two other men are in the 
shot to capture their facial expressions of disgust. 


Nwankwo: My sources from Igbo-Ukwu tell me the Eze-Nri is 
saving his own head since Ejinna has warned him to stay out of 
his way if he wants to stay alive and keep his position. 


Panel 5- Orie-ana face in shock. 


Orie-ana: Has it come to that? 
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Panel 1- A really wide shot that shows the massive tree they 
are under against the skyline of vegetation and a setting sun 
in the horizon. 


Nzeora: You can all see what we are up against. An evil that 
has come to destroy our lives and sacred traditions.

Panel 2- Iloka is standing in the middle of the chiefs and 
Nzeora gestures at him while speaking. 


Nzeora: We have thought deeply about this and have settled for 
Iloka to lead our army. He is an Ozor chief like us, a 
fearsome warrior and a man who has never been beaten in any 
wrestling contest. 


Panel 3- Iloka addresses the chief. Standing and gesturing. 


Iloka: By the power of ndiichie and the Alusi of our sacred 
lands, I will not disappoint you. I will now send messages to 
all the warrior chiefs of Ala-Igbo as far as Nsukka, Ehamufu, 

Ezza, Arochukwu, Ndoni and Ohaofia to tell them the war has 

begun. 


Panel 4: Orie-ana whispers in the ears of Nwakwo.

The Akana leader bows in front of Ejinna. He has many men behind 
him that the length of the line of men behind him reaches the 
entrance door. The camera is from Ejinna's PoV. We can also see 
the food tray before him and a knife by the food plate. 


Man: 


Ichie, we are the Akana trade route watchers and I have 
brought my men to swear allegiance to your authority. 


Ejinna: 
How did you escape the battle in Okigwi? 
Man: 


I asked my men to stay out of the conflict. 


Panel 2 
With rage in his eyes, Ejinna lashes out at the man. 
Ejinna: 


You asked your men to stay out of it? 


Panel 3- Ejinna grabs the man by the throat and drives a knife 
into his chest. Blood gushes over the man's chest and on 
Ejinna's hand.
